Upon this the petition being 
brought up, was read; and fet forth, 
That the petitioners flattered themfelves, 
that during the courfe of the late fucceff- 
ful war, they had ferved bis Majefty and 
their country with the greateit zeal and 
fidelity, and declared themielves ready 
and ambitious to renew their fervices, 
whenloever the royal command, and their 
country’s fervice, fhould again call them 
into a@tion: and reprefenting, That their 
prefent pay was infutlicient to fupport 
them in any character as officers in his 
Mejefty’s fervice ; that great numbers of 
them being then reduced to half-pay, 
the amount thereof was fo far from being 
adequate to their fituation as officers, that 
it would not fupply them even fingly with 
the common neceflaries of life; and ma- 
ny of them being charged with families, 
were particularly labouring under the 
moft mortifying diftrefies; and therefore 
befeeching the houfe to take the fame 
into confideration, and to grant them 
fuch relief as they fhould think meet. 

As the fatts were all known to be true, 
the petition was immediately referred to 
the committee of fupply, where it occa- 
fioned the faid refolution; which was reporte 
ed by Sir Cherles Hardy; and as foon as 
it was agreed to, Sir Charles alfo report- 
ed, that he was dire@ed to move, and 
upon his motion it was refolved, that an 
humble addrefs be prefented to his Maje- 
fly, humbly to befeech his Majefty, that 
he would be gracioufly pleafed to take the 
cafe of the lieutenants of his Majefty’s 
navy into his confideration ; and to make 
fuch provifion for fo ufeful and deferving 
a corps, (not exceeding one fhilling a-day 
over and above their prefen! half-pay), 
for the year 1767, as his Majefty, in 
great wifdom, fheu!d think fit; and to 
Vor.

The contains the dates 
of admiflion ; the 2d, the names of the 
Lords; the 3d, their titles; and the 
4th, the titles of their predeceffors, dif- 
tinguifhing whether the vacancy happen- 
ed by a judge’s being fuperfeded, or by 
the promotion, refignation, or death, of 
a judge.

— Tragedy is an imitation of the 
manners and adions of men placed in 
thole interefting fituations which infpire 
pity or terror.

windows, even at Naples, were forced 
open by them. At Portici, in the King’s 
palace, a door that was locked was forced 
open. Yet we do not find, except upon 
the mountain itfelf, that there have been 
anv earthyuakes. The explohons and 
concuffions of the air were moft terrible 
on Thurféey. We oblerved, that th 
noife generally continued, each time, be- 
tween five and fix hours, and then ceafed 
as iuddenly as it began. The ftones 
thrown up by theie explofions were of an 
enormous fize, and were thrown between 
five and fix hundred feet high, and many 
of them feil more than half a mile from 
the crater. The clouds which iflued from 
the mouth of the volcano, and hung over 
it, ftriking one azainit the other, occas 
fioned continued flafhes of forked light- 
ning, the thunder of which was heard 
when the mountain was fiient. 

The mountain is now calm, and the 
lave’s no longer run.

A for- 
midable oppofition was indeed made ; and 
a paragraph appeared in the news-papers, 
dated Nov. 28. in which are inferted the 
naines of many perions of rank, conclu- 
ding thus: ‘* We are cffured, that next 
week, not only the male, but the female 
pedlic, are to join in an aflociation, not 
to attend the theatre, in cafe Mr Rofs 
fhall dare to act.”—In next news-pa- 
per appecred cn eddrefs to the public by 
Mr Rois; and this was followed with an- 
other by Mr Lee: fufice it to infert 
here fo much of Mr Rofs’s as contains 
the engagements le comes under to the 
public, wiz.

In thort the voice of the Posric 
be ny guide ; and as it will be my inte- 
reft, as well as duty, to pet thole per- 
formers who can pive moft fatisfudtion ; 
fuch (hall at all times, if peflible, be pro- 
cured: and as aproof, that F intended 
this fhould be the invariable model of my 
condua, fo foon as the proprietors agreed 
to aflign the patent to me, I wrote to Mr 
Lee to the following purport :

Mis Locke, (daughter of Mr and Mrs

bary to Warminfter), a fprightly little 
girl, and ingenious beyond her age, fup- 
poled to be about fix, but of a puny con- 
Ritution, and ful ject to little fevers, was 
inoculated in the courfe ef Jatt month, 
after the new method, together with fe- 
veral other childien, (/ome of them thofe 
of the Rey. Mr Waterman, of Tevant), 
at Fonthill Lodge, near Hendon, in that 
neighbourhood. ‘Toking fome medicines, 
fuppefed not to be Mr Sutton’s, as the o- 
perator in his advertifement only declares 
them not fo ftrong as to impair the con- 
fliintions of his patients, ** as is evident 
from their health and good appearance 
afterward:,” thefe chilcren were all, more 
ov jefs, efie@ed in their mouths; bot all 
the reti recovered, with light {ymptoms 
ef the pock, except the faid Milfs Locke; 
the duorcer in whofe mouth turned to a 
mortifcation about the time the pock 
fhould have appeared, or ripened, (J am 
not certain which), infomuch that pieces 
of the jaw come ct, aad the died in preat 
mnilery, the frit week of this month.

Mr Urran, Dec. 1767, 
MR Robert Hardy, eof Bracfeld, in 
uflex, was inoculated March 2. 1765, 

He returned home in about feven days, 
very il, having then a few pimples a- 
bout the incifion. Thele he had expreff | 
ed himfelf not fat’ sfied with : upon which, 
he was bv the inoculator told, he would 
forfeit 8001. if he ever had the {mall 
pox again. However, Mr Hardy conti. 
nued to be much out of order to the rgth 
of June; when ke had a breaking out ail 
over his body; which his filter, who at. 
tended, faid to him, ** was the relics of 
the {mall pox.” And her opinion was 
confirmed, not only by the judgement of 
feveral gentlemen of the faculty, who 
were called upon to vifit her brother, but 
alfo by the unhappy event. For, befides 
being verv full of the fmail pox, be had 
two remarkable {wellings attending the 
diftemper; one upon his arm, and the o- 
ther upon his thigh. That upon his 
arm being opened, difcharped matter in } 
great abundance; and continued to co fo 
till the 5th of Auguift, on which day he |

1% an advertifement prefixed, the au- 

thor lavs, ** ] was prefent during the 
whole determination of this cause before 
the court of fefion in Scotland. I took 
very fuil notes; ard I cannot help re- 
pretuing thet the fpeeches of feveral able 
judges have been publifhed in a very par- 
tial manner. ; 

The grecteft part of the arpuments in 
this ellav, are icle&ted from the genuine 
notes of thele tpeeches: Some are allo 
taken from the memorial for Mr Dou- 
glas; and a variety of hints have been 
furnifhea from different periodical publi- 
cations. In perticular, I am indebted to 
a {pirited article in the Critical Review.” 

He acknowledges in the entry, ** lam 
foing to plead the canle of Mr Douglas. 
Town Tam moit warmly interefted for 
him; but I truft that I have examined 
his cavfe with impartiality.” 

The eflay confifls of four parts. 1. 
The auther lays down the principles of 
Jaw with regard to filiation, or the {tate 
which every man hoids in fociety, and 
what ought to be the motives and conduct 
of thofe who carry on a procels to deprive 
a fubje& cf his birthright. 2. He fliews 
the motives and conduét of the plaintiffs 
m the Douglas caufe. 3. He examines 
the proof which bas been brought againft 
Mr Douglas. 4. He ftates the proof for 
Mr Douglas. 

The third part confifts of two general 
heeds : 1, Things abtolutely exclufive 
of the defendant's being the fon of Lady 
Jane Douglas, (viz. That Lady Jane 
Was not pregnant; and, That vpon the 
ioth of July fhe was in the houfe of 
Gocefroy, and confequently could not be 
Celivered that dav at the houfe of Ma- 
came le Bron). 2. Circumttances which 
look like preiumptions again{ft it. 
This lait, as beft tuited to the bulk of 
readers, we iniert. 

‘* T enter upon the confideration of 
thefe, not that I think them material in 
judging of this great caufe, but that I 
am anxious to wipe off thote foul afper- 
fions which inalice has thrown upon the 
memories of Sir John Stewart and Lady 
Jane Dougles, and upon the honour or a 
young gentleman, whole {pirit upon this 
trying occafion proves him to be of noble 
blood. . 

Of thefe circumfances or prefuinptive 
Proofs, there is one only which may be 
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called external ; all the reft arife from 
the condu& of Sir John and Lady Jane. 

The fingle external circumftance is the 
enlevements, of which we have heard fo 
much; that is to fay, that in the year 
1748, when Sir John and Lady Jane 
produced a young child to the world, a 
young child was carried off from his pae 
rents; and that in the year 1749, when 
Sir John and Lady Jane brought a child 
fixteen months old to Rheims, a child 
about fixteen months old was carried off 
from his parents; and that both 
levements bappened in the city of Paris. 

Thete enlevements have made much 
noife, and have been trumpeted by the 
plaintiffs as amazing difcoveries; nay, in 
the memorial betore the grave court of 
feflion, a foolifh calculation bas been ine 
ferted, to make fhallow people imagine 
that there was mathematical demon(trae 
tion againit the defendant. [114.] 

But when thefe enlevements ave atten- 
tively confidered, they have nothing to 
do with the prefent caufe. 

The firit child, which was that of one 
Mignon, a glals-grinder, who is alledged 
to be Mr Douglas, had blue eyes anda 
fair complexion *; whereas the child 
produced by Sir John and Lady Jane at 
Rheims, had black eyes and a dark come 
plexion +. The colour of a child’s eyes 
and complexion will not change from 
blue to black, and from fair to dark, in 
travelling from Paris to Rheims. 

The fecond child, which was that of 
one Sanry, a rope-dancer, could both 
walk and ipeak a little at the time tt was 
carried off $; whereas Sholto, the feeond 
child, could neither walk nor fpeak at 
the time it was feen in London |j, which 
was a good while after the time of the 
enlevement of Sanry’s child. And it is 
further as clear as writings and witnefles 
can make any faét in the world, that this 
child was carried off after Sir John had 
left France, and when he aid Lady Jane 
and their two children were living in 
London **, 

All the other circumftances of pre- 
fumption againft the defendant, arife 
from the conduct of Sir John and Lady 
Jane. 

In confidering thele it is proper to ob- 
ferve, that we are confidering the con- 
duct of two perfons who are not now 
alive to explain to us all the motives of

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it, nor perhaps, were they alive, would 
they be able to recolleé all the motives 
at this great diflance of time. 

Yet feveral pieces of their condu&, 
which at firft fight appear fufpicious, may 
be accounted for very naturally. 

Their concealment at Paris is one of 
the ftrongeit of thefe circumitances. But 
Jet us remember their fituation at that 
time. It has been folemnly depoted to, 
that they were then tery poor, we are 
therefore bound to believe they were to. 
The bill of 1979 livres which Sir John 
carried with him from Rheims, was ro- 
thing to a man of his charaéter, who was 
jo diflipated, fo profufe, and I will fey, 
fo generous, that upon his receiving a 
fum of money, no body could fay how 
much of it was engaged for debt, or, in- 
deed, if, half an hour after, a fixpence of 
it would be in his pocket. 

As I would not fplit hairs about every 
trifle, which has been the great art of 
the plaintiffs, I fhall not infiit that Sir 
jobn and Lady Jane were in reo! pover- 
ty; but furely it cannot be denied that 
they at the time pretended poverty ; for 
they wrote to the Duke of Dougtas in a 
very affecting ftrain upon thet head, and 
they borrowed money trom M. Andrieux, 
at Rheims, with whom they had then 
very little conne@tion. That being the 
cafe, they were anxious to conceal from 
the Duke their having pote to Paris; 
tor, faid they, the Duke will be orfend- 
ed at our feeming extrovagance, and will 
very readily obferve, Here are two peo- 
ple crying for want, ond vet they have 
Rheims, and have tcken a foolith 
jOrrney to Paris. To tend money to fuch 
feople, would be like throwing it into a 
fieve. 

Sir John and Lady Jere were thus in 
adilenima. She couja pive no gocd rea- 
fon for having left Rheims, as tocre was 
very able afliftance to be bea there for 
women with child. She had runctl in a 
pemick, as women in thet ftuation do 
often take moft uncccoontable panicks, 
She and ter hatbard tlcretere thought 
they had nothing tor it, but, if potlble, 
to keep this journey from the knowledpe 
of the Duke: therefore it was that they 

hived in a private manner at Paris; there- 
fore it was that they cated their letters 
st Rheims; therefore it wes that Sir 
John, though verv fond ef bis country- 
men, prevailed with bhimlelf to refrain at 
this time from feeing them: end je ape 
Prenentive were he and Lecy Jone that 
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their being at Paris fhould get air, that 
they did not truft even Johnifton, a coy. 
fin of Mrs Hewit’s, with the fecret, 

Other pieces of their conduct will ad. 
mit of a doubie interpretation, fuch as 
their leaving their maid-fervants at 
Rheims. It may be faid, that they left 
thei: maids becaufe they did not chule to 
make them privy to the fhameful plot 
waich they were carrying on. But, on 
the other land, upon the fuppofition of 
the impotiure, would they not have ta. 
ken thefe maids as accomplices of the 
fraud? Vi they were accomplices, as the 
plaintiff, themlelves pofitively affirm with 
refpect to Habel Walker, they certainly 
would not leave them at Rheims, when 
they eould be of fo much ule to them at 
Paris, were it only to have ferved as wit- 
neiles to the fuppoied birth. If they 
were not accomplices, then they were 
both unfufpicious tettimonies in behalf 
of the cetendant; and if their teilimony 
le tue, there is an end of the plaintiffs 
plea, 

So that this circumftance, of leaving 
the maids, is the moft unlucky that the 
plaintitis covid pofibly have fele&ed; nor 
can I really tee how st is poflible for them 
to extricate themfelves from the difficul- 
ties in which it places them. 

Ii mutt be owned that we cannot ac- 
count for thefe mands being Icft, but one 
undeniable piece of eviden:e in this caule 
may ferve to make us pay little regard to 
juch circumftances. 

When Sir John and Lady Jane came 
to Liege, in their way to Paris, they left 
there their man-fervent, who was 4 
Frenchman. Thisciscumttance the plain- 
tiffs infiiled was fiongly fufpicious, be- 
caufe they were leaving this Frenchman 
behind them et the very time when be 
could be of moft ule to them. 

When Sir John Stewart was atked 
what was the reaton of their leaving this 
mat-fervant, he could pive no account of 


it whatever; and we fhould now have & 


heerd it urged as an undeniable circum: 
fence of puilt, had not the wife of this 
nen by good providence been alive, a? 
told, that her hufband was prefled oy Sit 
Jein and Lacy Jane to go along with 
(hem, and that the realon why he ¢ 


not po to France, was his having beet? | 


Geleiter from that fervice 
Not one of all the circumfances © 

Rrong as this, whith hes be fo 

pily cleared up; and theretere 
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infer, that had they all been inquired 
into at an earlier period, they would all 
have been as plain to Us as this now is, 

Much has been faid of contradictory 
accounts which have been given by Sir 
John, Lady Jane, and Mrs Hewit. 

In the firft place, this is not true as to 
any material circumitance, except im one 
initance; when Sir Jobo was afked the 
name of the perfon in’ whofe houle Lady 
Jane was brought to bed, which te did 
pot recolle@ at the time, and mentioned 
Michel’s inftead of Le Brun’s; which, 
however, he corrected in a very ihort 
time afler. 

Their varying in trifles is rather a 
fiong arpument againft an impotture 
being commiited; for if that had been 
the cele, atale would have been con- 
certed and uniformly told. To forget 
creundtinces, or remember them in va- 
rious Ways, is What we commonly ob- 
ferve 10 the courle of human hife; and I 
cen appeal to anv two of my reacers who 
have been prefent at the fame tranfac- 
tions, and defire them to try, if after 
fome vears have elapled, they do not va- 
ry in the remembrance of many particu- 
lars. One memory is more dittinct and 
comprehenfive than another, and fome 
people are apt to confound the ideas fug- 
eetted by fancy, with thofe prelerved by 
inemory, as was the cale with Sir John 
Stewart, and ts the cafe with moit peo- 
pie of lively imaginations. 

Itis, however, certain, thar Sir John, 
Lady Jane, and Mrs Hewit, did all a- 
long yive the great lines of their ftory 
with perfed confiftency. 

One cbjection has been made to this. 
It has been faid, that Lady Jane told a 
very different tale to the Countefs of 
Stair, to whom fhe faid, that fhe was 
delivered immediately on her coming to 
Paris. 

‘To this it is anfwered, 1/?, That it is 
only proved by the oath of the Hon. Mrs 
Primrofe, who {wears that fhe heard her 
mother, the Countefs of Stair, fay what 
the heard from Lady Jaue; therefore this 
is at beit but the hear-fay of a hear-fay, 
which is not lepal evidence. 

But 2diy, It is certain, that from in- 
advertency, from dullnefs of hearing, or 
from a fallacious memory, people who 
are equally hone‘t, will give very differ- 
ent accounts of what they have heard 
m converfation ; and it is evident at firtt 
view, that one of thefe ladies, either 
the Countefs of Stair, or Mre Primroe, 
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mutt have been in a miftak with regard 
to Lady Jaue’s faying that the was deli- 
vered iinmediately upon her arrival in 
Paris, which was upon the 4th of July, 
becaule we find the roth of July marked 
in her pocket- book as the day of her de- 
livery ; and upon every occafion fhe gave 
the fame account of it. Lady Jane is 
allowed by «ll parties to have been a woe 
mau otf it is not therefore credible 
that the would give Lady Stair alone a 
diferent account, which numbers from 
her own injormation could contradi&. 

Betfides, Iain ailured thit there are 
veral perlons of good character, {till ae 
live, who heard the Countets of Stair tell 
Mes Primrofe, that fhe was in a miftake 
in fuppofing that this account was piven 
her by Lady Jane, for that it was told te 
the Countefs by fome other perfon, 

A great clamour has been raifed about 
certain letters from Pierre la Marre, 
which it is faid were forged by Sir John 
Stewart. 

In the firft place, I deny that there 
was here, properly [peaking, a forgery. 
The eflence of a forged deed contits in 
the uling it in evidence: whereas thefe 
letters never were fu uled by Sir John 
Stewart. 

It is proved, that there really did exift 
fuch letters long betore the time at which 
the plaintitfs alledge that this forgery wag 
committed, as appears from the private 
pocket-book of Lady Jane Douglas, and 
from the oaths of feveral witnefles, 

From a critical analyfis of thefe letters, 
it appears, that though they contain fom 
phrates of the pureft French, they apeg 
upon the whole, full of Anglicifins, . 
miferably {pelt; fothat it is impofible ta 
fuppofe that Sir John could ever have 
theught of paling them upon a court of 
juttice as French letters. 

Several probable conjectures have been 
nade, both by counfel and judges, with 
regard to thefe letters, as may be feen in 
the lawepapers and fpeeches. That Sie 
Jobin never intended a forgery, mutt be 
evident to every impartial perfon; becaufe, 
upon his ex-mination before the court of 
feflioa, when he was afked with regard 
to thefe letters, he looked at them in his 
carelefs manner, and anfwered with that 
eafy and unconcerned air which is the 
fureft fign of confcious innocence. 

But thould we fuppofe the worft, and 
allow that Sir Johu did forge thefe let- 
ters, how far willthis go? Truth indeed 
does not require the aid of fuliehood; and 
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§t is very foolifh, nay very criminal, to 
call in falfehood in fupport of truths yet 
many inftances of this have occurred, like 
the pic fraudes which have been practifed 
in fupport of religion. 

At anv rate, the plaintiffs attack this 
eircumftance with a very bad grace, con- 
fidering what their conduct has been ; for 
if this were a forgery, it would furely be 
well balanced by the attempt made to 
forge the contents of JJichel’s book by the 
falfe oath of Durui//eau. 

Allowing the plaintiffs unworthy fup- 
pofition to be true, it can go no farther 
than to fhew, that Sir John Stewart's 
anxiety to preferve his fon made him take 
a very improper ftep. 

The laft circumftance of condu@ which 
has been vehemently urged in this canfe, 
is the neple@ thewn by Sir John and La- 
dy Jane of the reports which were raifed 
of their having been guilty of impofing 
won the world fuppofititious children, and 
alfo their neple& of brinping undeniable 
evidence of the truth of the birth, which, 
it is faid, they might eafily have done, 
had the birth been real. 

in anfwer to this, let it be confidered, 
that thefe reports were raifed in the moft 
Shameful and malicious manner. 

Sir John Stewart and Lady Jane Dwu- 
gias were high-minded people, and di- 
dained tuch calumnies, as they had a con- 
tempt tor the authors of them. 

A itrong proof of this, and which 
ftrikes one exceedingly, is, that in the 
private correiponcence of Sir John and 
Lady Jane, which wes never intended 
for the public view, but has been moft 
accidentally recovered, they never once 
mention thefe injurious fufpicions ; which 
fhews how little they were really atfedted 
by them; for, upontruly generous minds, 
undeferved calumnies will make no im- 
preflion. 

Befides, Lady Jane had gone to Dou- 
giafs caftle with intention to afk her bro- 
ther the Duke, what proof would fatisfy 
him thet the children, which fhe had 
with her, were really hers: but ber re- 
Jentlefs enemies furrounded the Duke, 
and prevented her having accefs to hin. 

This being the cate, to what purpofe 
bring proofs ? As Douglas caftle was be- 
fet with dragons, thefe proofs could have 
been of no fervice to her. Had the pro- 
cuced letters both from Pierre La Alarre 
and JJadame Le Brun, it would 
been {aid that they were forged. Nay, 

had Pierre La Marre and Madarae Le Brun 
themiclyes been brought to Douglas cae 
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{tle, to {wear to the truth of the birth, it 
would have been faid that they were ac. 
complices, and perjuring themfelves to 
fupport a falfehood ; for we have lived to 
fee fuch accufations laid againgt people 
infinitely lets fufpicious. 

What then was Lady Jane todo? Peo. 
ple of undoubted credit and charaéter had 
attefted her pregnancy, and Mrs Hewit 
was then alive, and afirmed fhe was pre- 
fent at the delivery. Jf they were not 
to be believed, would obfcure p-ople be 
believed with regard to her delivery ? 

But iny Lady Jane did more. She af 
ed with the propriety of one of her high 
rank, and took the advice of King’s coun- 
fel. She confulted my Lord Prefton- 
grange, then his Majefty’s Advocate for 
Scotland, in whofe judgement and honour 
{ke had a perfect confidence, affuring 
him, “*that God knew her innocenee, 
and that the children were hers; that the 
did not doubt but that the man-midwife 
[ who delivered her} was {till alive ; and 
and that, if his Lordfhip thought it ne- 
ceflary, fhe would bring any proof that 
fhould be thought proper *”. 

His Lordfhip, with a {pirit worthy of 
bimtelf, and of the perfon whom he was 
acdrefling, anfwered her Ladythip, ** That 
the needed give herfelf no uneafinels a 
bout that matter; for that. as fhe and 
Mr Stewart acknowleged thefe children, 
there was no further proof neceffiry; for 
it behoved thofe who challenged the birth 
to prove that they were ot her Ladylhip’s 
children +.” 

The fame advice was afterwards given 
to the Duchefs of Douglas by an Ho- 
nourable Judge, now deceafed, the late 
Lord Shewalton, uncle to the prefent 
Earl oi Glafgow 

We are not therefore to wonder that 
Sir John and Lady Jane neglected 
bring all the proof they might bave done 
with regard to the birth of their childrer.

honour, and of the legitimacy of 
children. 
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Sir John and Mre Hewit declare, That 
they arrived at the houle of Monf. Gode- 
froy upon the gth July, and remained 
there fome divs * ; and the defendant's 
counfel feein willing to allow, that the 
{tay at Godefroy’s continued till the 8th. 

To this fact we are bound to pive en- 
tire faith, fince it is adinitted, both en 
the part of the plaintiifs and of the de- 
fendant. But there beppens to be a ma- 
terial difference between them as to the 
incidents after the 8th, and as to their 
place of refidence during feveral days 
fequent to that dete. The detfendznt, 
upon the authority of Sir John Stewart 
and Mrs Hewit, maintains, That on the 
8th they went to the houle of a J/adame 
le Brun: That there Lady Jane was de- 
livered, on the roth, of the two boys, 
in prefence of Madame le Bran and her 
daughter, and ot Pier la Marr +: That 
this houfe having been intefted with bugps, 
to which Lady Jone had a mortal aver- 
fion, fhe infifled, fhe would flay there no 
longer, quitted her bed on the ninth 
dav, and was fo well recovered, that, 
with her ufual contempt of perfonal ha- 

zard, fhe, on the fame day that fhe firtt 
pot out of bed, falhed forth from the 
houfe of Le Brun, and alter travelling 
through feveral {treets, arrived at the 
houfe of Aladame Alichel in the fauxbourg 
St Germain 

The plaintiffs, on the other hand, 
maintain, That this intermediate refi- 
dence in the houle of a MAladame le Brun 
is altogether imaginary: That no fuch 
houfe or perfon ever exifted: That in 
fact, upon the roth of July i748, the 
day of the pretended ccliverv, Lady 
Jane, Sir John, and Mis Hewit, were 
living, in pood heal.b, in the houle of 
Mr Godefroy, where, it is confefled, they 
arrived on the 4th of July, and where, 
the defendant admits, thev continued till 
the 8th ; but the plaintif:, fupported by 
the authority of Mr Godefroy’s books, 
and by the depofitions of Mr Godefroy and 
his wife, in conformity to thefe books, 
and uncontradi&ed by auy oppefite evi-

service, prefixed to the Defender’s Proof, 
& p. 34. £. burt. Piooi, p. 182. F, 
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dence, maintain, that the refidence in 
the houfe of Mr Godefroy continued from 
the gth to the 14th of July, without in- 
terruption ; and, confequently, that it ts 
impotlibie Lady Jane could have been de- 
livered upon the roth, in the horfe of a 
Madame le Brun, or have vefided there 
during nine days fubfeguent to that date *. 

Which of thele two oppofite propoti- 
tions is moft confiftent with probability 
or truth, full in the fequel be confi- 
dered. 

In the mein time, let us proceed to 
fome fas which are not difputed, and 
which, in point of time, fucceed immedi- 
ately to the interval between the 8th and 
the of Julv.$ We mutt only obferve, 
in pailing, that the compolers of the dra- 
ma have rather too much crouded the in- 
cidents of this interval: A change of re- 
fidence from Godefroy’s to Le Brun’s on 
the 8th, a delivery of two children on 
the roth, a confinement to bed during 
nine days thereafter tn the houfe of this 
Madame te Brun, and yet fuch a fudden 
recovery on the niath cay, that Lady 
Jane, upon getting out of bed, moves oif 
infiantly to a houle ia another quarter of 
the town, and where, as we fhali fee by 
and by, fhe vever has occafion to go to 
bed fooner than other people, and takes 
Mrs Hewit for her bed-feliow froin the 
fi ft night of her arrival in theie uew 
lodgings +. 

It is ouring this fhort and dark inter- 
val alone, that La Marr is pretended ever 
to have made his appearance ; for there 
are no traces of him at the houles either 
of Godefroy or Miche! ¢: and it is during 
the fame interval, that, according to the 
accounts on the partof the defendant, 
much negotiation happened with a vari- 
ety of nurtes for the two children ; thar 
one of them was ondoy4, or fprinkled by 
the accoucheur, and fent to the country ; 
and the other fent, during two days aad 
two nights, to the houle of jume une 
known perfon at Paris. 

If thefe facts be all true, one cannot 
help lamenting the hard fute of the de- 
fendant, that while every other les niu- 
terial perfon, circucftance, and place of 
refidence, have been traced, there thould 
not be a veftige of evidence of the truth 
of any one fact iflerted to have happened 
curing this moft eflential period; ney,

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not the leaft evidence, that the fuppofed 
parents ever refided in the houle of a Le 
Brun, or teat fuch perfons as Le Brun or 
La Alarr, or the nurfes faid to have firft 
attended the children, ever exilted. 

But to purfue the thread of our ftory, 
it is certain, that upon the 18th of July 
at lateft, Sir John, Lady Jane, and Mrs 
Hewit, entered to the houle of AZichel. 
This is eflablifhed by letters, and other 
pieces of evidence, which cannot be dil- 
puted *. There they appear in good 
health end ipirits. 

When they firft come to this houfe, 
they have no child; but they mform Mi- 
cies people, that the child is at nurfe 
1 the country : and Sir John, Lady Jane, 
end Mrs Hewit, fet ovt in a hackney- 
coach nest morning in quett of it; and 
return with a boy, apparently three weeks 
cid, upon the breaft of a woman, who 
had no milk, but who wes marked on 
the back as a common thief +. One 
woul] be apt to imagine, that at Paris 
lere was as preat a {carcity of nurfes, as 
otf midwives st Rheims. This child be- 
ing exhaufed with hunger, and inceffant 
crying, Madame Michel immediately pro- 
cures enother nurle. This (Ma- 
came Pavre) defcribes the appezrance of 
the clild, end particularly his dreis ; 
which the fays was verv fine, all of it ex- 
cept the fwadling-cloaths, which were 
net of a piece with the reft, but much 
coarfer, and fuch as the loweit people ule 
for their children. 

In July 1748, precifely at the time that 
Sir John arrived at Michel’s, a foreign 
pentieman, believed to be Englith, about 
the ape of fixtv, applied to Alarie Gui - 
eke, a poor woman, for two young male 
children, or in cale two could not be pot, 
one would be accepted of, to prefent to 
a jJadvy, who had born mele twins, both 
of whom were dead. propofed 
this to a poor woman of her acquaintance, 
Modame Alionon, a gilafs-prinder’s wife, 
who hod been delivered of a fon three 
weeks before. This woman, and her 
buiband, are perfuaded, upon various 
pretences, to give the child for fome time 
at leaft to the foreipner. Thetr ciild is 
carries toa bookfeller’s fhop, to have the 
cloaths changed, before it be prevented to 
the unfortunate lady who hed Joft both her

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children. Madame Aliguon undrefles her 
child; but obferves, the (wadling-cloaths 
which were brought by the ftrange:s, to 
be too fine, and too weak to fupport the 
reins of her child; therefore, when {hs 
chinges every other part of the drefs, the 
infilts upon her own {wadling-cloaths, of a 
coarfe kind of blanket, being retained *, 
Permit me now to afk, Waether doe; 
the child brought to Michels, look moit 
hike the fon of Ladv Jane Dougias, or of 
this JZignon Whether does tne brand. 
ed thiet, without milk in her breafts, 
look mott like a nurfe cholen by parents, 
and approved of by a furgeon; or like 
one picked up in the ftreets in a hurry, 
and when they mult have fome body or 
other to perfonate a nurie at Michels? 
Wiether does the delicate Ladv Jane 
herielf, arriving upon the #8:h in pood 
health, poing out next morning, never 
confined to bed by anv indifpofition at 
Michel’s, and retaining the corpulent 
Mrs Hewit for her conftant bed: fellow +, 
in the fultry month of July, look moft 
ke a woman who had been delivered of 
twins eight days before, or like a perfon 
who had not been at in child -bed ? 
Upon this part of the ftory Mrs Hewit 
has been convicted of wistful She 
{wears, That Lady Jane kept her bed at 
Le Bruns ll the ninth day was over $3 
aud, while the fact was recent, fhe writes 
a ietter to the fame purpofe to the maids 
at Rheims |}; and both fhe and Sir Johr 
declare, Tuat Lady Jane never went out 
of the houfe all the time they lived at 
Michel’s, not fo much as to take the air, 
till fhe quitted Paris, and went to Dam- 
martin in the end of July or beginning of 
Ausoft: vet itis fully proved, by a va- 
riety of evidence, That Lady Jane, Sir 
Joba, and Mrs Hewit, went firlt out to 
fitch the child the morning after they en- 
tered ** 5 then, fome days after, they went 
with Madame Blainvitle to Ver/aillss, 
walked in the gardens, and returned the 
fame day, being a journey of twenty-four 
miles; and that Lady Jane, with the 
faine company, vilited the public fquares 
19 Ports $+. 
Thele expeditions are eftablithed with

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fuch certainty, that it is not in the power 
of the preateft {ceptic to deny them. 
When Mrs Hewit, who could not pofliniy 
have forget the only vifit the ever paid to 
Verjuilles in her life, and Sir Join Stew- 
art, thus concurin fo profs a perjury, 
what faith can any candid man give to 
their depositions or ailertions in other par- 
ticulars relating to the crime thev were 
acceufed of, Which their own reputation 
and jafery required them to deny? 

Duiing all the time of the refidence at 
Alichel’s there was no appearance of a {e- 
cond child, nor any mention of him. No 
mortal at Michel’s ever beard where La. 
dy Jane had been Celivered, or that the 
had a fecond child at nurfe. None of the 
perfons, either at Michel's or Godefioy’s, 
ever faw the furgeon La Marr inquiring 
for Lady Jane, as it was moft natural to 
imagine he would do, None of them e- 
ver beard of fuch aman; nor did they e- 
ver hear Lady Jane, Sir John, or Mrs 
Hewit, of any other perfun, fpeak of a 
Mademe Le Brun *, Yet now we are 
told, that the other child was at this t.me 
atnurfe; and that he had been committed 
tothe cure of La Morr immediately after lie 
wasborn, being fo weakly that his life 
was detpaired of +. 

Ii is ackuowledged on al] hands, and 
perticularly by Sir John and Mrs Hewit, 
that Lady June never faw the youngett 
twin from the moment of his birth, till 
fhe returned from Rheims to Paris in No- 
vember 1749, fixteen months after the 
period of the delivery ¢. What a piéture 
of infenfibility is here drawn! A mother 
intrufts her new-born babe, her tendereft 
infant, to a ftranger whom fhe never had 
feen but once, to be nurfed by and live 
in the houle of a woman whom fhe never 
had feen at alii. —She rides about the 
country, and vifits the pubiie (quares of 
Patric; but though her fon Sholto was 
hard by Paris, as is pretended, fhe never 
thinks of vifiting him. — Her breaft never 
yearns towards her helplefs child. It ne- 
ver comes into her head to examine how 
thofe ftranpers trezt him, at a time when 
he lenguifhes under the weaknels of in- 
fancy end the agony of difeafe.— Every 
parent muit here be convinced ;— the 
yoice of nature itfelr calls aloud, — This

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woman was no mother; fhe bad no child 
to vifit. 

For my own part, I am of apinion it is 
leis derogatory to the character of Lady 
Jane Douwlas, to fuppote her the original 
fchemer of the whole impofture, than to 
aflert that the behaved in this unnatural 
manser to her own infant. 

Yet, atter this, the defendant’s coun- 
fel are fo hard pretied tor arguments, that 
thev attempt to draw one from the ten- 
dernefs and affection of Lady Jane for 
thefe childien.— Atfection difplayed in 
letters: alas! one vilit to Sholto at this 
period, would have evinced the feelings 
of a mother more than volumes of the 
mott pathetic letters. 

But the true key to this conduct is not 
wantof affection on the fice of Lady Jane, 
but the non-exiftence of fuch an odjedt to 
diiplav it upon. —I am convinced Lady 
Jane Douglas (whatever her errors may 
have been in other refpedts) was of no 
inhuman or hard-hearted difpofition. — 
Long after this, when a fecond child was 
procured, and when habit, with the help- 
lefs condition of the boys who had been 
ravifhed froin their natural parents, (and 
now depeneded ‘one upon Sir John’s atten 
tion and her own), had taken fuflicient 
root in her mind, {he fhowed them abun- 
dance of affection. Infants have a 
thonfand namelefs and irrefittible ways of 
infinuating themielves into the hearts of 
thofe who have the care of them; and 
fuch people as are really furprifed at Lady 
Jone’s fondnets for thefe two boys, mutt 
be fortified by the coldnefs of their own 
conftitutions againtt the influence of one of 
the moft powerful of the human feelings. 

An event jo remarkable and propitious 
as Lady Jane Douptas’s being fafely delt- 
vered of two boys, one would naturally 
expect Sir Jobu would delay no time in 
announcing tohis friends at Paris, and by 
letters to her and his own relations in 
Britain. — The real fact, however, is, 
that he informed no friend or acquaint. 
ance of the matter at Paris, but kept 
himlelf concealed in the moft careful 
manner from the obfervation of every eye 
that might know him or Lacy Jane during 
all the time they remained there *;— 
and he give no accounts of the delivery 
til the 2ad July ; when he writes to fe- 
veral of his friends. This was no lefs

Whot does ali this caution, this fculk- 
ing, this deceit, indicate? Had they 
carrying on the ceteftable trea- 
fon, thev could have taken no greater 
care to keep themielves concealed. Do 
people go about innocent and laudable ac- 
tions with the fame fecrecy thev perform 
crimes? It an unexpected piece of goed 
gortune has happered, which they know 
will give pleafure to every fiiend, is it 
vatural to conceal this with as much at- 
tention as thev would a finifter event? 

It Sir John had wrote a lingte letter 

between the roth and the 19th of July, 
wherein he mentioned the delivery, it 
would have beet a very {trong proof that 
the defender was net the child of Mig- 
pon, and that the plaintiffs hypothefis was 
totally erroneous. Upon the roth he 
wrote to Lord Crawford, and others ; 
but {peaks nothing of the delivery ;

Sut upon the 22d July, when the fi tt oc- 
counts ofthe birth are piven, Mrs Hewit, 
writing again to the maids, informs them 
ot their mittrefs'’s being delivered on the 
rotii;andat the fame time Jets them know, 
ina pottieript, thatthe former letter, dated 
onthe ath, thould have been Gated on 
Ah, Mrs Hewit! Mrs Hewit! 
wherefore all this accuracy ? None of 
your letters are remarkable for precifion ; 
why will youn be fo very exaét on this fin- 
occafion?) We co not expeét in your 
Jettersthe correcinels of a bill of exchange. 
du fhort, Mrs Hewit intended well; but 
jue outwitted berielf; and what the de- 
ipeed fhould prevent fufpicion, is of it- 
an cdditional prefomption of fraud.

The circumftance of no mention being 
made of Lady Jane's delivery fooner than 
twelve days after it took place, is firange 
and unaccountable if there truly was a 
delivery. But it was the moft natural 
thing in the world if there was none: for 
Sir John would never venture to publith 
the birth till he was poffeficd of a child; 
and this, it leems, he could not procure 
fooner than the 18ui, when Mignon’s 
cluld was carried otf The confufion re- 
fulting from this exploit. the finding a 
place to hide the child after it was ftolen, 
before they could with propriety bring it 
to their own lodgings, the picking up a 
nuife, the furprife oecationed by this 
nuri:’s being difcovered to have no milk, 
might naturally oceepy Sir Joho three 
Cavs; fo that he could not find time to 
write an account of the delivery fooner 
than the 22d. 

How they came at laft to fix upon the 
roth for the dav of the delivery, although 
they knew that letters had been unluckie 
ly wrote that and the following day, gi- 
ving no account of it, has been explained, 
ia molt natural manner, in the plaine 
tiffs memorial *.

In the proyrefs of my inquiries, how- 
ever, when I became better acquainted 
with the occefions upon which thefe let- 
ters were written, and her felfifh views 
in writing them, the precipitate admi- 
ration IT had beftowed was turned into 
ftrong difputt. 

Was there ever a higher picture of in- 
fincerity, and of profule, and even abjeét 
flattery, indifcriminately beftowed upon 
people of all ranks, than what is exhibi- 
ted to us in the letters and converfations 
of this courteous and infinuating lady ? 
Are there not inttances of hypocrify which 
ftronely mark the character? While the 
is piving falfe accounts of the place of her 
deftination at leaving Aix-la-Chapelle, 
afterwards concealing her expedition to 
Paris, and while there dating her letters 
from Rheims, and conveying to her inti- 
mate friends the falfe notion that fhe 
was delivered at Rieims, fhe tcruples not 
to aggravate this conduct, by afluming 
religion as a mafk, and colouring thefe 
tales with the pretence of her zeal for the 
Proteftant fuith. 

What reliance can we have upon the 
piety of a perfon who can thus profti- 
tute what is mo!t facred, to worldly views ? 

One text in {cripture fhe feems faith- 
fully to have ftudied, that of being all 
things to all men: For while, to her Pro- 
teftant friends, fhe difplays the utmoft 
zeal for the Reformed religion, fhe ar- 
ranged her difcourfe and condué with her 
Roman-Catholic acquaintance in fuch a 
manner as to induce them to think her 
at the bottom not far from their per- 
fuafion *. 

In fhort, from an attentive furvey of 
her whole condu@, fhe appears to have 
been a perlon often wearing a mafk, and 
endeavouring to deceive others, by pro- 
feflions of fuperior piety and honour; 
while, in reality, her ations were on 
thefe very occafions more regulated by her 
intereft than by motives of religion or 
morality. 

Her letter to Mrs Carfe from Utrecht, 
in February 1747, to be found m the 
Purfuers Proof, p. 35. 36. 37- & 38. at 
the fame time that it affords a fpecimen 
of this lady’s talent for writing, gives us 
alfo great light into her genuine charac- 
ter. The firft part of that letter is a fpe-

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cimen of her talent for fuperlative com- 
pliment, beftowed indeed upon fome very 
deferving young men whom fhe had met 
with at Utrecht ; but who were then fo 
young, and her acquaintance with them 
fo fhort, that it is probable fhe would not 
have faidf{o much, if fhe had not expeéed 
that thefe paragraphs were to be read by 
her correfpondent to their relations in 
Scotland, whofe friend{Lip might have 
been of ule to her. 

In the fecond part of the letter, Lady 
Jane, who is reprefented by fome of the 
witnefles as a perfect faint, qui ne difvit 
mal de perfonne *, ihews the keenett re- 
fentment, with the greateft feverity of 
expreflion, againtt one of the moft re- 
fpe€table charaéters ever known in this, 
or perhaps in any other country, I mean 
the late Lord Prefident Forbes; who, 
though reprelented by Lady Jane as ha- 
ving occefion for expedients to lull and 


foothe his unealy awakened confcjence toreft, 


en account of unjuf? fentences pronounced 
éy him +, will ever be revered as an up- 
right judge, and a true patriot. 

The remaining part of that extraordi- 
nary letter exhibits a flrange pi@ture of 
ceceit and melignitv. You will there 
find her tearing up the charaers of fome 
of her near relations, whofe offence to- 
wards her was no more, than that they 
had (aid, fhe was married toSir John Stew- 
art. At this time {he had aétually been 
married to him many months, But be- 
fides indulging her refentment again 
thofe who had reported this faa&, fhe, in 
this letter, with the utnioft difiimulation, 
pofitively denies to her intimate friend 
the marnage. 

This at leaft can give no favourable 
notion of this lady’s fincerity : and when 
that virtue is wantinp, what reliance can 
we have upon the other parts of the cha- 
ruGter? The beautiful addrefs to Since- 
rity, by the mother of an imaginary Dou- 
glas, in the play, which gives pleafure 
to every audience, how would it have 
fuited this lady, who claims to be the 
mother of a real Douglas j.

18. That the faid duties to be raifed 
in the faid colonies and plantations be ap- 
plied. in making a more certain and ade- 
quate provihon for the charge of the ad- 
iniftration of juftice, and the fupport 
of civil government, in fuch of the faid 
colonies and plantations where it fhall 
be found necetlarv; and that the refidue 
of fuch duties be paid into the exchequer, 
and there relerved, to be, from time to 
time, difpofed of by parliement, towar's 
dcfraving the necetlary expences of de- 
fending, proteéting, and fecuring, the 
faid colonies and plantations. 

19. That, upon the exportction of
